by a winding balustrated stair to a 
Bhrino on top. 


This, according to the theory, w as 
the ritual equivalent of a mountain. 


Into the flat lands between tho Tigris 
nnd Euphrates came the ancestors of 
the Babylonians nnd Assyrians out of 
the mountains o t Arabia. 
There they 
had worshipped tho storm god. who 
dw elt upon the helghta among tho

than a mile wide, but more than I.DÜO 
people live on i t

s tre e t nine feet wide, without side­ 
walks, and tho houses are all built 
along this street with narrow canals of 
the deep w ater of the bay between 
each two houses. 
There is only one 
church, presided over by a Methodist 
minister, and only one doctor, aud 
there is no cemetery, tho d iéa of each 
family being burled in the yard. There 
is no newspaper, no jail, no locUtip and 
no lawyers nor any need for them. 
Everybody Is deeply religious, and pro­ 
fanity is punished with n fine Imposed 
by the deacort of the church.

The Spencer family is one which 
was early well represented by many 
Bettlers In the new world.

tliere were otlier early settlers of the 
name in Virginia, New Jersey and 
probably in some of the other states.
